THE MAYO COMMITTEE. 

The Rev. G. I. Prendergast, ©.C,, Chair- 
man of the Committee, su 
constitution of the County Mayo Committee 
should be revised, and the opinion of those 
for whom he spoke—the Rev, Canon Hegarty, 
P.P., and Mr. A. J. Carolan, Secretary, who 
represented the Committee—was that the 
Committee ought to consist of nine members 
of the County Council, one from each of 
the three Urban Councils, and three members 
nominated by the Department of Education ; 
also residents of the county specially fitted 
to act on the Committee, which should con- 
tinue to function for three years. 

As to the ratio of contribution from the 
Department, an extensive county with a 
large. population and a compafatively small 
valuation should not be asked to contribute 
from local rates the same ratio as wealthier 
and more highly valued copnties. The control 
of funds should be mainly in the hands of 
the Committtee, the only matters that should 
require the sanction of the Department being 
confined to the scheme itself and the appoint- 
ment of teachers and officials. | 

, DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 

He suggested that a fully-equipped resi- 
dential school of domestic economy should 
be established in the county, grants for the 
building and equipping of which ought to be 
provided from a special fund at the disposal 
of the Department. He also favoured the’ 
development of commercial instruction with 
county towns, as well as manual instruction, 
which would be of much advantage to the 
young farmers. Boys and girls between the 
ages of 14 and 16 years resident in towns 
and not engaged in aici where technical 
schools were established shouid be compelled 
to attend these schools. A more thorough 
system of inspection, supervision and ex- 
amination by the Department was necessary. 
In centres where it was proposed to esta- 
lish industry and where sufficient capital was 
forthcoming, suitable trade classes should be 
established to train apprentices. Electrical 
engineering ought to be one of the principal 
subjects taught in the central technical in- 
stitute of the county. 

CLASSES IN BARNS. 

Miss Bloxham, County Wexford, represent- 
ing the domestic economy instructresses of the 
Free State, emphasised the necessity for the 
teaching of domestic economy to the youth 
She thought the foundation of all future 
teaching should be laid in the national 
schools, while the learning of the subject 
should be company for girls between the 
ages of 14 to 16, when the technical schools 
could continue the teaching. At present the 
accommodation was most unsuitable, and 
classes were often held in barns, lofts, stores, 
small rooms and disused and decayed school- 
houses. It was a contradiction in facts to 
teach domestic science in unsavoury and un- 
hygenic surroundings. 
he Commission adjourned to January 10th. 


TREATMENT OF CANCER.

WORK OF THE CITY OF 


DUBLIN HOSPITAL. 


The annual general meeting of the City of 
Dublin Skin and Cancer fos ital, Hume 
street, Dublin, was held yesterday. Mr. A. 
E. Cairns, who presided, read the report of 
the Managing Committee, in which attention 
was drawn to the fact that the present re- 
sources of the hospital are taxed to the 
utmost, and the Committee are faced with 
constantly increasing liabilities. 

“I- have no doubt,’’ Mr. Cairns said, 
“that other hospitals are experiencing the 
same difficulties as ourselves, and the only 
rational solution appears to be to»make the 
hospitals a State > nd and to levy a rate 
for their upkeep, as the care of the sick and 
their restoration to health is a matter which 
concerns all, and is a burden which should 
be removed from the shoulders of the few to 
those of the many.” 

Regarding future extension, owing to the 
increase of cancer, he continued, a large 
centralised hospital will eventually be needed 
to treat cancer patients from all parts of 
Ireland, The Committee has purchased a 
block of houses along the whole frontage of 
Hume street and the ground of an adjacent 
block in Ely place, thus controlling about 
half an acre of site, so that they will be in a 
position to convert the existing building 
into a hospital large enough to provide for 
the needs of the whole country. 

FINANCES. 

Mr. A. V. Browne, Treasurer, stated that 
the receipts for the year 1925.1926 were 
£4,735, as against £4, for the previous 
year. The expenditure was £4,979, com- 
pared with £4, The deficit up to the end 
of the year 1925-1926 now stands at £3,865, 
as against £5,562 at the end of the previous 
year. 

Dr. A. Charles, in presenting the medical 
report for the year, said that the rogressive 
rate of increase of patients treated in the 
hospital had been maintained, and was only 
lrmited by facilities of accommodation. 
Some years ago one person out of eight, be- 
tween the ages of 45 and 60, it was com- 
puted, died of cancer. The failure to dis- 
cover either the absolute cause or an absolute 
and certain se gare for the disease Dr. 
Charles attributed largely to the apathy and 
inertia of modern Governments. 

RESEARCH CAMPAIGN. 

During the five years the hospital has been 
occupied in the research campaign several 
hundred cases have been treated by the Deep 
X-ray Therapy method. During the past 
ear inquiries along bio-chemical and patho- 
beer ines, with particular application to 
the investigation of blood serum, and its re- 
action to X-rays, have been pursued; and 
also the possibilities of a combined vaccine 
and serum treatment. 

Dr. Charles referred to the recent forma- 
tion of a committee for the pare of cancer 
research in Dublin, and said that:he and his 
colleagues in the hospital were willing to co- 
operate with them in 4¥ery possible way. 

A resolution was proposed by Dr. J. T. 
Daniel, seconded by Mr. Hill, and passed, 
expressing the opinion that the hospital is 
worthy of support. The Managing Com- 
mittee was re-elected.

There his uncles taught 
him to shoot and fish, and a kind of 
fosterage bound him to the country folk. 
At Oxford he was somehow a misfit, and 
Jess at home than in any other society in 
which he ever mixed. Mr. Gwynn thinks 
he was not what the Americans calls a 
“* s00d mixer,” and T.C,D., where five 
brothers went in succession, probably 
would have been more to his taste. Then 
came schoolmastering at Bradfield at the 
time when Gray’s experiment of cutting 
a Greek theatre from the adjoining chalk 
quarry was spreading the school’s fame, 
and Sinewands a house at St. Columba’s;

His reminiscences of literary London in 
““the mauve decade ’’—as a recent book 
calls it—and during the Boer War include 
glimpses of Maurice Hewlett, E. V 

ucas, G. K. Chesterton as a young man 
and Richard Le Gallienne, “ His good 
looks were dazzling; the profuse black 
hair with a ripple in it, parted in the 
middle and combed out sideways in 
mediseval Italian fashion '”; but why, as 
Mr. Ronald McNeill asked, ‘* because a 
man can write with genius, should he not 
wear his hair like a Christian?’’ Stephen 
Phillips, the poet, was then at the height 
of his fame. Mr. Gwynn stands absolutely 
on the high praise he gave to the work of 
that wayward dnd tragic figure twenty- 
five years ago, and is willing to stake his 
reputation as a critic of verse that “ the 
judgment of a quarter of a century ago 
was right.’’ ' 

Mr. Gwynn never was long out of touch 
with Ireland, and among the brilliant 
characters who live in his pages is the 
famous Father Healy, of Bray. He has 
suffered the fate of most artists in talk. 
His best things have been torn from their 
context, and he sometimes appears a mere 
retailer of puns. It would be impossible 
in writing to do justice to his wit: “An 
outward turn of the palms, a glance of the 
eyes, an upward inflection of the voice— 
that is all, but the recollection suffices to 
keep me from attempting to render the 
tales without it.” One of Mr. Gwynn’s 
friends in the eighties was John. O'Leary, 
the Fenian. ‘‘ Lean, tallish, -with high 
aquiline nose and great beard,” and 
always dressed in black, O'Leary was 
astonishingly like his father, and it was 
hard to blame a crowd on the Dublin 

uays when they cheered lustily as the 

rchbishop King’s Lecturer in Divinity 
drove by with T. W. Rolleston on an out- 
side car.

Early friendships and _ associations 
naturally opened Mr. Gwynn’s mind to 
the influences of the new Irish literary 
movement, of which the two moving forces 
were, of course, W. B. Yeats and Douglas 
Hyde. This group-was “ not in Parnell’s 
movement: they stood deliberately and 
consciously apart from it; but, no doubt, 
the slowly gathered force which drove the 
land revolution pushed them also in their 
different ways.” Some who showed the 
keenest interest, like fCmesar Litton 
Falkiner, the historian, were “on prin- 
ciple opposed to the Nationalist move- 
ment in all its expressions.” With others, 
as with Mr. Gwynn, there was a natural 
transition to active participation in 
Nationalist politics. 

Who, reading the ‘‘ comic saga” of the 
Galway election, would fail to agree that 
Lever and ‘‘ George Birmingham ” were 
not altogether extravagant depicters of 
Irish life? 

“The streets filled with “ batyeen- 
boys’ carrying sticks and shouting ‘ Up 
Taylor’ and ' To Hell with Gwynn,’ or 
vice-versa. There was a good deal of 
scrimmaging; our meetings were systema- 
tically interrupted, and, worst of all, no 
band could be procured. It seemed that 
nothing could be done without a band, 
and the other side had got one. There 
was a general air of dismay, much com- 
plaint of ‘ blackguardism,’ and recogni- 
tion of the other side’s tactics—which were 
simply to i guiet people away from 
the poll.” There was a lot of hand-to- 
hand fighting—in which the candidate 
himself played his part—and Mr. Gwynn 
was finally elected by two to one. At this 
point he concludes what we may hope is 
only the first volume of his experiences.

A WITTY HISTORICAL STUDY. 


‘TOALMERSTON, Mr. Guedalla remarks, 
a “hada itive genius for survival.

His first diplomatic 
duels were fought with Talleyrand and 
Prince Metternich; his last with Mr.

historian. Mr. Guedalla is not wanting 
in. any of these qualities, and he has 
abundant humour, which is not less neces- 


jsary. A living figure emerges from his 


pages and captivates the mind of the 
reader.. Is it the true Palmerston? At 
all events, Mr. Guedalla has made a good 
case for it, in what is incomparably 
the best-documented “ Palmerston.’’ His 
peculiar method certainly has its merits, 
as. against the “‘glacial’’ treatment 
customarily employed in political 
biography. 

e presents his hero as a young man born 
to power—but never an arrogant. man— 
visi ing his Itish property and forming 
plans for Jand improvement, road-making, 
schools and teachers. When he was 
twenty-five Mr. Perceval offered him the 
Charcellorship of the Exchequer, but the 
wise young man declined it, preferring 
to be retary at War. ‘‘ From what one 
hears of the office ” (it was engaged at the 
moment in a war with Napoleon) *‘ it seems 
one better suited to a beginner.’’ ‘' The 
leaves of 1810 were falling. Masséna made 
his slow lunge across Portugal. Then, as the 
lines filed westwards, the big, bare hills of 
Torres Vedras climbed slowly up the sky. 
The French, who lay in a dun wilderness, 
surveyed that obstacle with marked dis- 
taste. So Wellington sat waiting in the 
Lines until Masséna, stared out of 
countenance by that impenetrable blend of 
geography with fortification, turned 
sharply eastwards to the Spanish border.” 

Palmerston acquitted himself not ignobly 
at the War Office, where he was to remain 
for many years; but it is, of course, on 
his work as a Foreign Minister that his 
reputation will chiefly rest. Mr. Guedalla’s 
defence of him as an influence, both liberal 
and patriotic, upon Europe of the Second 
Empire is admirable. At first he got on 
well with the Queen, ‘‘ who rode out with 
him, laughed at his jokes and commanded 
him to sit for his portrait ” ; but misunder- 
standings multiplied as the reign pro- 
gressed, especially because the Prince 
Consort and Palmerston were quite in- 
capable of understanding each other. ‘‘ He 
had many valuable qualities, though many 
bad ones, and we had, God knows! terrible 
trouble with him about foreign affairs. 

res I never liked him.” A stteet 
song of the period, however, expressed the 
popular feeling: 

“I wish old Palmy was away. 

Aye, turn him out they all did say, 
For he’s the people's darling.’ 

Throughout his career cheerfulness would 
assert itself. He shocked the formal 
manners of the time by the command to a 
colleague, “ While you are shaving or 
taking a walk or ride turn over in your 
mind what will be the best thing to do 
as to the future government of India.’’ 
“The smile, the springy step, the ‘tilted 
hat ”' were still characteristic in later life. 
Well on in the seventies, Mr. Disraeli 
and others might complain a trifle sourly 
of ‘‘ the joy tone in which our Prime 
Minister laughs at the public and both 
Houses of Parliament, and even himself,’’ 
and of his ‘wallet of small pleasantries 
of an excruciating kind”; but, as 
“ Cupid’’ and “Ola Pam," the public 
always loved him. The weeks before his 
death are described here with a simplicity 
and tendernéss which show Mr. Guedalla’s 
powers when he really is disposed to use 
them.

TWO BOOKS OF ESSAYS. 


MONG the first few numbers of the 
second series of Hogarth essays 
appear two works of a  particilarly 
different kind. In “ Catchwords and Clap- 
trap, ” Miss Rose Macaulay deals lightly, 
but critically, with the misuse of words 
and phrases. Hér logical and incisive mind 
deals ruthlessly with the human failings 
of exaggeration and emphasis, as well as 
with its dislike of facing facts. She is not 
concerned with plans for reform, nor does 
she take her self-appointed theme too 
seriously, but the examples she puts for- 
ward are excellently chosen with the idea 
of curbing too much licence in the mean- 
ing of words. 

In “ Composition as Explanation ” Miss 
Gertrude Stein is concerned with a very 
different aspect of words. A cursory glance 
would suggest that she was essaying a 
literary exercise in which words, and 
words alone, performed the art of com- 
position. Later, when the reader settles 
down to wrestle with Miss Stein’s work, he 
finds that her system of composition 
represents more than a mere verbal 
pattern. She effects in prose what a cubist 
painter does on canvas. She presents a 
crowd of words simultaneously, and it 
falls upon the reader to assemble them 
and place them in perspective. Rapidity 
in reading her is essential. The mind 
must work like the instrument in the 
hands of a cinematographer, and analysis 
in the first instance is fatal. We do not 
consider that Miss Stein’s theory and 
eee will bring about a revolution in 
iterary craft, but, in justice to the author. 
we admit that without any introductory 
explanation on her part her extraordinary 
and at first sight unmeaning, compositions 
leave quite a definite impression upon the 
reader. . :

ll there is in Mr. Bernard Shaw's 
“Translations and Tomfooleries’’ but 
éne translation, there certainly is plenty 
of tomfoolery—a little of which is excel- 
lent. The translation, ‘‘ Jetta’s Atone- 
ment,’’ apparently is nearly as much an 
adaptation as it is a translation. Both 
Mr. Shaw and Herr Siegfried Trebitsch, 
the author of the original play, seem 
agreed upon that. Mr. Shaw gives 
lengthy explanations in his preface— 
whilst, towards the end, he quotes Herr 
Trebitsch as saying (a little plaintively we 
feel sure), ‘‘ You have made my last act 
almost a comedy.’’ It is a good play, 
though made with not very material, 
and a play which should “‘ act ” well. 
The tomfooleries are very slight, some 
of them painfully slight. By far the best 
are two which have been published 
already—‘‘ The Admirable Bashville ” and 
“ Press Cuttings.’’ As for the rest, it 
would be almost impossible to imagine Mr, 
Shaw writing anything rigs dull.

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TECHNICAL SCHOOLS IN 


COUNTY TOWNS. 


_ The Commission on Technical Education 
in the Free State heard evidence from 
representatives of the County Mayo 
Technical Instruction Committee yester- 
day, who favoured properly equipped 
technical schools. in county towng having 
a population of 1,000 people. One of 
these should be an institute where special- 
ised instruction could be had. 

The necessity for instruction in elec- 
tricity and domestic economy in all centres 
of the Free State was also advocated. 

THE MAYO COMMITTEE. ji 

The Rev. G. I. Prendergast, ©.C,, Chair- 
man of the Committee, suggested that the 
constitution of the County Mayo Committee 
should be revised, and the oe of those 
for whom he spoke~-the Rev, Canon Hegarty, 
P.P., and Mr. A. J. Carolan, Secretary, who 
represented the Committee—was that the 
Committee ought to consist of nine members 
of the County Council, one from each of 
the three Urban Councils, and three members 
nominated by the Department of Education ; 
also residents of the county specially fitted 
to act on the Committee, which should con- 
tinue to function for three years. 

As to the ratio. of ‘contribution from the 
Department, an extensive county with a 
large population and a compafatively small 
valuation should not be asked to contribute 
from loca] rates the same ratio as wealthier 
and more highly valued copnties. The control 
of funds should be mainly in the hands of 
the Committtee, the only matters that should 
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require the sanction of the Department being 
confined to the scheme itself and the appoint- 
ment of teachers and officials. 

DOMESTIC ECONOMY. : 

He suggested that a fully-equipped resi- 
dential school of domestic economy should 
be established in the county, grants for the 
building and equipping of which ought to be 
provided from a special fund at the disposal 
of the Department. He also favoured the 
development of commercial instruction with 
county towns, as well as manuel instruction, 
which would be of much advantage to ‘the 
young farmers. Boys and girls between the 
ages of 14 and 16 years resident in towns 
and not engaged in business where technical 
schools were established should be compelled 
to attend these schools. A more thorough 
system of inspection, supervision and ex- 
amination by the Department was necessary. 

In centres where it was proposed to esta- 
lish industry and where sufficient capital was 
forthcoming, suitable trade classes should be 
established to train apprentices. Electrical 
engineering ought to one of the principal 
subjects taught in the central technical in- 
stitute of the county. 

CLASSES IN BARNS. 

Miss Bloxham, County Wexford, represent- 
ing the domestic economy instructresses of the 
Free State, emphasised the necessity for the 
teaching of domestic economy to the youth 
She thought the foundation of all future 
teaching should be laid in the national 
schools, while the learning of the subject 
should be compulsory for girls between the 
ages of 14 to 16, when the technical schools 
could continue the teaching. At present the 
accommodation was most unsuitable, and 
classes were often held in barns, lofts, stores, 
small rooms and disused and decayed school- 
houses. It was a contradiction in facts to 
teach domestic science in unsavoury and un- 
hygenic surroundings.

TREATMENT OF CANCER. 


WORK OF THE CITY OF 
DUBLIN HOSPITAL. 


The annual general meeting of the City of 
Dublin Skin and Cancer Hospital, Hume 
street, Dublin, was held yesterday. Mr. A. 
E. Cairns, who presided, read the report of 
the Managing Committee, in which attention 
was drawn to the fact that the present re- 
sources of the hospital are taxed to the 
utmost, and the Committee are faced with 
constantly increasing liabilities. 

“I: have no doubt,” Mr. Cairns said, 
‘‘ that other hospitals are experiencing the 
same difficulties as ourselves, and the only 
rational solution appears to be to»make the 
hospitals a State charge, and to levy a rate 
for their upkeep, as the care of the sick and 
their restoration to health is a matter which 
concerns all, and is a burden which should 
be removed from the shoulders of the few to 
those of the many.’”’ 

Regarding future extension, owing to the 
increase of cancer, he continued, a large 
centralised hospital will eventually be needed 
to treat cancer — from all parts of 
Ireland. The Committee has purchased a 
block of houses along the whole frontage of 
Hume street and the und of an adjacent 
block in Ely place, thus controlling about 
half an acre of site, so that they will be in a 
position to convert the existing building 
into a hospital large enough to provide for 
the needs of the whole country. 

FINANCES. 

Mr. A. V. Browne, Treasurer, stated that 
the receipts for the year 1925-1926 were 

4,735, as against £4,200 for the previous 
year. The 2 Nene was £4,979, com- 
pared with £4,400. The deficit up to the end 
of the year 1925-1926 now stands at £3,865, 
as against £5,562 at the end of the previous 
year. 

Dr. A. Charles, in presenting the medical 
report for the year, said that the rogressive 
rate of increase of patients treated in the 
hospital had been maintained, and was only 
limited by facilities of accommodation. 
Some years ago one person out of eight, be- 
tween the ages of 45 and 60, it was com- 
puted, died of cancer. The failure to dis- 
cover either the absolute cause or an absolute 
and certain eons for the disease Dr. 
Charles attributed largely to the apathy and 
inertia of modern Governments. | 

RESEARCH CAMPAIGN. 

During the five years the hospital has been 
occupied in the research campaign several 
hundred cases have been treated by the Deep 
X-ray Therapy method. During the past 
ear inquiries along bio-chemical and patho- 
focáil ines, with per tiouies application to 
the investigation of blodd serum, and its re- 
action to X-rays, have been pursued; and 
also the possibilities of a combined vaccine 
and serum treatment. 

Dr. Charles referred to the recent forma. 
tion of a committee for the purpose of cancer 
research in Dublin, and said that-he and his 
colleagues in the hospital were willing to co- 
operate with them in4very possible way. 

A resolution was pro by Dr. i. ¥ 
Daniel, seconded by Mr. Hill, and passed, 
expressing the opinion that the hospital is 
worthy of support. The Managing Com- 
mittee was re-elected.

STORIES OF FAMOUS FOLK. | 


| R. GWYNN remarks without resent- 
ment that the new nationalism prey 
fers to describe him as Anglo-Irish. ' Sé 
all my life I have been spiritually 
hyphenated without knowing if.” It is 
true, at all events, that he has exper 
to an unusual degree the best of both 
worlds, without any acute feeling of being 
out of place in either. He has known 
many of the most, vital and interesting 
people in both, and the pictures he draws 
of them from memory are intimate and 
real; perhaps, because they are not done 
in unaccustomed attitudes. but always in 
character. 

Donegal, of ‘‘the stern colour and. 
delicate line,’’ won his affection in youth, | 
when Dr. Gwynn was Dean of Raphoe, 
and that corner of the North has been the 
key to all his study of Ireland. It was 
a piece of the Ulster plantation bordering 
on the Gaellacht. There his uncles taught 
him to shoot and fish, and a kind of 
fosterage bound him to the country folk. 
At Oxford he was somehow a misfit, and 
Jess at home than in any other society in 
which he ever mixed. Mr. Gwynn thinks 
he was not what the Americans calls a 
“* 500d mixer,’’ and T.C.D., where five 
brothers went in succession, probably 
would have been more to his taste, Then 
came schoolmastering at Bradfield at the} 
time when Gray's experiment of cutting 
a Greek theatre from the adjoining chalk 
quarry was spreading the school’s fame, 
and yea a house at St. Columba’s ;

His reminiscences of literary London in 
‘the mauve decade ’’—as a recent book 
calls it—and during the Boer War include 
Fe of Maurice Hewlett, E. V 

ucas, G. K. Chesterton as a young man 
and Richard Le Gallienne. “ His good 
looks were dazzling; the profuse black 
hair with a ripple in it, parted in the 
middle and combed out sideways in 
medieval Italian fashion ’’; but why, as 
Mr. Ronald McNeill asked, “ because a 
man can write with genius, should he not 
wear his hair like a Christian!” Stephen 
Phillips, the poet, was then at the height 
of his fame. Mr. Gwynn stands absolutely 
on the high praise he gave to the work of 
that wayward and tragic figure twenty- 
five years ago, and is willing to stake his 
reputation as a critic of verse that ‘‘ the 
judgment of a quarter of a century ago 
was right.” ' 

Mr. Gwynn never was long out of touch 
with Ireland, and among the brilliant 
characters who live in his pages is the 
famous Father Healy, of Bray. He has 
suffered the fate of most artists in talk. 
His best things have been torn from their 
context, and he sometimes appears a mere 
retailer of puns. It would be impossible 
in writing to do justice to his wit: “An 
outward turn of the palms, a glance of the 
eyes, an upward infiéction of the voice— 
that is all, but the recollection suffices to 
keep me from attempting to render the 
tales without it.” One of Mr. Gwynn’s 
friends in the eighties was John O'Leary, 
the Fenian. “ Lean, tallish, with high 
aquiline nose and great beard,” and 
always dressed in black, O'Leary was 
astonishingly like his father, and it was 
hard to blame a crowd on the Dublin 
gs when they cheered lustily as the 

rchbishop King's Lecturer in Divinity 
drove by with T. W. Rolleston on an out- 
side car.

Early friendships and associations 
naturally opened Mr. Gwynn’s mind to 
the influences of the new Irish literary 
movement, of which the two moving forces 
were, of course, W. B. Yeats and Douglas 
Hyde. This group-was “ not in Parnell’s 
movement: they stood deliberately and 
consciously apart from it; but, no doubt, 
the slowly gathered force which drove the 
land revolution pushed them also in their 
different ways.” Some who showed the 
keenest interest, like Cesar Litton 
Falkiner, the historian, were “on prin- 
ciple -opposed to the Nationalist move- 
ment in all its expressions.” With others, 
as with Mr. Gwynn, there was a natural 
transition to active participation in 
Nationalist politics. 

Who, reading the ‘‘comic saga ” of the 
Galway election, would fail to agree that 
Lever and ‘‘ George Birmingham ” were 
not altogether extravagant depicters of 
Irish life?

SAINT FRANCIS AND

NDER the title ‘‘Saint Francis and 
| Ireland,” Dr. Gregory Cleary con- 
tributes. to the December issue of 
Studies the first of a series of articles on the 
history of the Franciscan Order in Ireland. 
In this article he gives the clearest, and 
robably most authoritative, account of 
ranciscan beginnings in Ireland that we have 
seen. Among other interesting contributions 
to this issue of Studies are a notable paper 
on Local Government by Mr. John J. Horgan, 
to which we referred in a leading article on 
Tuesday, and an essay by Mr. Stephen Gwynn 
on Father Mathew, onggested by the surviv.

A WITTY HISTORICAL STUDY. 


'I'DALMERSTOKN, Mr. Guedalla remarks, 
& ‘had a positive genius for survival. 
He moved in the candle-light of the draw- 
‘ing-rooms where Mr. Creevey told his 
stories; and men still living have con- 
versed with him. His first diplomatic 
duels were fought with Talleyrand and 
Prince Metternich; his last with Mr. 
Lincoln and Prince Bismarck,’’ His 
history during the interval was the history 
of England and of Europe, and the render- 
ing of it demands, therefore, the judgment, 
imagination and patient research of the 
historian. Mr. Guedalla is not wanting

Teader.. Is it the true Palmerston? At 
all events, Mr. Guedalla has made a good 
case for it, in what is incomparably 
the best-documented ‘‘ Palmerston.’’ His 
peculiar method certainly has its merits, 
as. against the ‘‘glacial’’ treatment 
customarily employed in political 
biography. 

e presents his hero as a young man born 
to power—but never an arrogant -man— 
visiting his Itish property and forming 
plans for Jand improvement, road-making, 
schools. and teachers. When he was 
twenty-five Mr. Perceval offered him the 
Chancellorship of the Exchequer, but the 
wise young man declined it, preferring 
to be Secretary at War. ‘‘ From what one

Masséna made 
his slow lunge across Portugal. Then, as the 
lines filed westwards, the big, bare hills of 
Torres Vedras climbed slowly up the sky.

Palmerston acquitted himself not ignobly 
at the War Office, where he was to remain 
for many years; but it is, of course, on 
his work as a Foreign Minister that his 
reputation will chiefly rest. Mr. Guedalla’s 
defence of him as an influence, both liberal 
and patriotic, upon Europe of the Second 
Empire is admirable. At first he got on 
well with the Queen, “ who rode out with 
him, laughed at his jokes and commanded 
him to sit for his portrait’’ ; but misunder- 
standings multi lied as the reign pro- 
gressed, especially because the Prince 
Consort and Palmerston were quite in- 
capable of understanding each other. ‘‘ He 
had many valuable qualities, though many 
bad ones, and we had, God knows! terrible 
trouble with him about foreign affairs. 

bagi I never liked him.” A stteet 
song of the period, however, expressed the 
popular feeling: 

“I wish old Palmy was away. 
Aye, turn him out they all did say, 
For he’s the people s darling. 

Throughout his career cheerfulness would 
assert itself. He shocked the formal 
manners of the time by the command to a 
colleague, “ While you are shaving or 
taking a walk or ride turn over in your 
mind what will be the best thing to do 
as to thé future government of India.’’ 
“The smile, the springy step, the ‘tilted 
hat " were still characteristic in later life. 
Well on in the seventies, Mr. Disraeli 
and others might complain a trifle sourly 
of ‘ the jolly tone in which our Prime 
Minister laughs at the public and both 
Houses of Parliament, and even himself,”’ 
and of his ‘wallet of small pleasantries 
of an excruciating kind”; but, as 
“ Cupid” and “Old Pam,” the public 
always loved him. The weeks before his 
death are described here with a simplicity 
and tenderness which show Mr: Guedalla’s 
powers when he really is disposed to use 
them. :

TWO BOOKS OF ESSAYS. 


MONG the first few numbers of the 
second series of Hogarth essays 
appear two works of a particularly 
different kind. In “ Catchwords and Clap- 
trap,” Miss Rose Macaulay deals lightly, 
but critically, with the misuse of words 
and phrases. Hér logical and incisive mind 
deals ruthlessly with the human failings 
of exaggeration and emphasis, as well as 
with its dislike of facing facts. She is not 
concerned with plans for reform, nor does 
she take her self-appointed theme too 
seriously, but the examples she puts for- 
ward are excellently chosen with the idea 
of curbing too much licence in the mean- 
ing. of words. 

In “ Composition as Explanation ” Miss 
Gertrude Stein is concerned with a very 
different aspect of words. A cursory glance 
would suggest that she was essaying a 
literary exercise in which words, and 
words alone, performed the art of com- 
position. Later, when the reader settles 
down to wrestle with Miss Stein’s work, he 
finds that her system of composition 
represents more than a mere verbal 
pattern. She effects in prose what a cubist 
painter does on canvas, She preseiits a 
crowd of words simultaneously, and it 
falls upon the reader to assemble them 
and place them in perspective. Rapidity 
in reading her is essential. The mind 
must work like the instrument in the 
hands of a cinematographer, and analysis 
in the first instance is fatal. We do not 
consider that Miss Stein's theory and 

tactice will bring about a revolution in 
iterary craft, but, in justice to the author, 
we admit that without any introductory 
explanation on her part her extraordinary. 
and at first sight unmeaning, compositions 
leave quite a definite impression upon the 
reader.

THE COMMONWEALTH OF LETTERS. 

It would be a pity to look at the question 
from a purely insular point of view. Ire- 
land was proud to belong to the great com- 
monwealth of letters, and he would not like 
that Irish representatives should do anything 
that might interpreted as illiberal—as a 
desire that the country ‘should retire from 
that wider world of learning in which our 
scholars had played such a noble part.

Professor Thrift said that they would take 
a retrograde step if they excluded the uni- 
versities of England, Scotland and Wales.

LAND BILL (NO, 
MENISTER’S: EXPLANATION, 


On the consideration of the report of the 
Select Committee on the Land Bill (No, 9), 
1926, Mr. Hogan, Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture, said that the committee had re 
commended 42 amendments, and some of 
these would considerably extend the scope of 
the bill, He would deal only with the 
amendments he had accented. 

There were about five important amend 
ments, which represented to some extent 
compromises between the different parties in 
the Dail. The first amendment was that re- 
lating to building ground, which was 
excepted in the Land Act of 1923. It had 
been excepted from every Act since 1880, 
and, rightly or wrongly, that tradition had 
been continued. - There “was more reason 
now to continue it than when the 1923 Act 
was passed, because in that Act there was 
power to purchase future tenancies which were 
subject to termination at a year’s notice and 
the owners of the tenancies could not get a 
fair rent fixed. | : 

The amendment would extend the Act in 
a big way, and that was all the more reason 
why they sheuld be careful in dealing with 
problems affecting building ground. 

SUB-TENANCIES., 

There was -also the question of the sub- 
tenancies, of ‘which there was a considerable 
number in the country. These tenancies, as 
a rule, came into existence after the purchase. 
and were in existence for a great number of 
years. In the 1925 Act they could not he 
purchased, but they were now purchasable on 
terms practically agreed upon by the Com- 
mittce. 

The next amendment dealt with fishing 
rights, which were reserved under the Act 
of 1923 to the Land Commission. That gave 
rise to a rather peculiar state of affairs. 
These anomalies the Committee sought to 
remove. 

He next dealt with the recommendation wf 
the Committee that tenants of disused mill 
holdings should be enabled to purchase. The 
bill. he said, had made it quite clear that 
holdings with mills now disused can be 
purchased as agricultural land, provided that 
the other requirements of an ricultural 
tenancy were present. He wanted it to he 
quite clear that a disused mill on a holding 
was not now of itself a barrier against the 
holding for the purposes of the Act. — 

FEE FA GRANTS. 

The next subject Was that of the position 
of holders of tee farm grants, The Com- 
mittee recommended that the holders of land 
on such title outside the non-congested 
district might apply for an order that the 
land should vest in like manner as if the 
land were situate in a congested area. They 
also recommended a provision that the re- 
demptiou price fixed by the Judicial Commis- 
sioner should in no case exceed the standard 
price fixed for agricultural land in the same 
neighbourhood. | 

IRRESPONSIBLE.

THE PRINCIPAL ON 
COMPULSORY IRISH. 


BARRIER TO EDUCATION 


Fhe vexed question of compulsory Irish 
was referred to by the Rev. Dr. Irwin, 
Principal, on the occasion of the annual dis- 
tribution of prizes at Wesley College, Dublin, 
yesterday, It was from a cultural and educa- 
tional point of view, as well as from the 
utilitarian. aspect, Dr. Irwin said, that. they 
objected to compulsory Irish. In that school 
the subject was taught, and, in the opinion of 
of the Board’s inspector, with great success; 
to all pupils who wished to take it. He 
might remind parents that without this sub- 
ject there was no possibility of entering any 
branch of the Irish Civil Service. In the 
past many of their boys availed themselves 
of these important openings in the Govern- 
ment service, and old boys of that school 
still occupied leading positions in several 
Government offices. It was desirable that 
their boys should still prepare for these 
appoititments, and there was no reason why 
they should not secure their share of them in 
open: competition, provided they made a 
special study of Irish. 

' ADVANTAGEOUS CHANGES. - 
. Proceeding, ‘the speaker said that the 
changes recently introduced by the Ministry 
of Education, whereby schools were afforded 
greater liberty in arranging the syllabus and 
‘in the selection of books and authors, were 
wholly advantageous. The intention, however, 
»to make Irish and other sulyjects compulsory 
did not, leave enough room for Latin, French, 
musi¢ and drawing, and those subjects the 

study--of which made for culture and a 
liberal education. 
'' Dr. Irwin expressed the view that the 
capitation grant should be increased, and, 
he said, as the Ministry proposed exercising 
control over the education of all pupils above 
Six years age, it was "ha reasonable to 
claim that capitation should be paid, as was 
done in Northern Ireland. 

Having stated that it was extremely dis- 
appointing that the question of pensions for 
secondary teachers remained in abeyance, he 
referred to the Memorial Hall. It was 
erected, he said, to the glory of God and in 
themory of the brave who fell in the Great 
War, and the brave who endured to the bitter 
end. 


BRILLIANT PUPILS. 

Dealing with the College’s successes av che 
nir Feá examinations, Dr. Irwin said 
that they continued. to hold a good place 
among the large public schools. The scholar- 
ships were determined by the highest total 
secured in five subjects; but as Irish carried 
400 and English only 300 marks, the “_ 
advantage lay with the schools that specialised 
in Irish. It was, probable that at no. period 
in the school’s history were there so many 
brilliant pupils of Wesley passing through the 
Universities. Dr. Irwin gave a list of the 
distinctions achieved by past pupils in Trinity 
| College, and ín conclusion expressed his 
thanks to all who had contributed to the 
success of another year. 

' THE SECRET OF SUCCESS. 

The Right Rev. R. Hanna, M.A., 
Moderator of the General Assembly, who pre- 
sided, said that he had been greatly impressed 
by the number and variety of the distinctions 
won by students of the College. They were 
now approaching their centenary, and could 
look back to a great tradition. Many dis- 
tinguished men ol been educated in their 
school. He emphasised the great value of 
gaines from the educational and moral point 
of view. The secret of success and influence 
in any sphere depended upon character, and 
that was determined by religion and attach- 
ment to the Lord and Master. 

The singing of the National Anthem brought 
a successful function to a close.

" RUSH AT END OF THE 
SESSION, - 


STRONG PROTESTS BY 
SENATORS, 


a -&—. 


During the discussion of the Wireless 
Bill the Minister for Posts and Telegraphs 
announced tuat the Director of the Dublin 
Broadcasting Station, '“in consequence of 
attacks on him,” had recently tendered his 
resignation, which’ had not been accepted. 


There were further protests in the Free 
State Senate yesterday against the practice 
of Ministers in asking the House to pass bills 
throagh all their stages on the last day of 
the session. 

Mr. Burke, Minister for Local Government, 
asked the senators to oblige him by passing 
through all its stages the National Health 
Insurance Bill after it had been passed by 
the Dail that evening, ‘The bill, he said, was 
a formal temporary measure which it was 
found necessary to pass into law before the 
end of December, in order to validate certain 
acts, such as the continuance of the Medical 
Certification Fund. He asked that this should 
be done, beause there was nothing contro- 
versial in the bill, and a more comprehensive 
measure would be introduced as soon as 


possible. 
CHAIRMAN’S PROTEST. 

The Chairman said that he was sure the 
House would be disposed to give the Minister 
every facility. But once again he had to 
complain of the scant courtesy towards the 
Senate that was involved in applications of 
that. sort. Three weeks ago he ascertained 
from the Clerk of the Dail that there were 
no bills which would require the attention 
of the Senate before the recess, except the 
Expiring Laws Continuance Bill. This was 
the first time he had heard about the bill 
mentioned by the Minister, and the House 
was asked to pass it before the adjournment. 
It was not fair to him or to the House 
that applications of this kind should be 
sprung upon them at the last moment with- 
out preliminary notice. 

Mr. Farren—It is reducing the proceedings 
of this House to a farce to bring in a hill 
in this way and ask us to pass it without 
knowing what it is. 

A LIMIT NEEDED. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that there ought 
to be a limit to the celerity with which 
legislation was passed. He agréed that the 
habit of rushing bills through the Senate 
reduces their proceedings to a farce. 

Mr. Burke said that he really felt that 
he was in the position of a culprit to some 
extent. This bill, as ne had said, was a 
purely formal one. The Senate had passed 
the original bill two years ago, and there 
was no change in this one, which was to be 
only a temporary measure. 

Mr. Douglas said that in rushing measures 
through in the way now suggested they were 
weakening the Senate. ertain Ministers 
frequently laughed at the Senate for their 
compliance in these matters, and they had 
one of the biggest jokes that day from the 
Minister for Local Government. The bill 
was before the Dail for a month, and the 
Senate was to get only five minutes to 
consider it, 

PASSED. 

At half-past four o'clock the Chairman an- 
nounced that he had been informed that the 
bill had been passed by the Dail, and he 
put it to the House whether they should 
pass it at that sitting or leave it over for 
consideration next day. 

“The Standing Orders were suspended, and 
the bill was passed through all its stages in. 
the space of ten minutes. 


BROADCASTING. 


MORE COMPLAINTS ABOUT THE 


PROGRAMMES. 

It was agreed to suspend the Standin 
Orders so that the Wireless Telegraphy Bil 
might be taken. 

Ón the motion for the second reading, Mr, 
O'Farrell said that he wished to know from 
the Minister why the practice of relaying 
the British programmes had been discon- 
tinued, and whether there was any chance of 
the practice being resumed. It was unfair 
to crystal users that they should have 
nothing but the Dublin programmes. 

Sir John Keane suggested that the Minister 
should send out a questionnaire among the 
users of wireless in order to ascertain their 
views about the value of the programmes. 

Mr. 8S. L. Brown said that it was a wrong 
principle to give the Minister the right, as 
was intend under certain sections, . to 
prescribe punishment. That involved a new 
proposal in legislation . 

The Chairman pointed out that railways 
and other public compa wes picscriped pena.,- 
ties in their by-laws. 

MONEY NEEDED. ' 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, Mmister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, said the position was that they 
had very little money for broadcasting. He 
had no alternative but to introduce legisla- 
tion to expedite the collection of licence fees, 
There were 40,000 wireless users in the 
country, but only 4,000 were licensed. The 
bill was not revolutionary, and it contained 
nething controversial. 

The announcer had requested listeners-in to 
write their opinions about the programmes, 
but only thirty communications had been re- 
ceived. Fifteen had been of a favourable 
nature, and fifteen were. what might be 
termed. unfavourable. Senators would agree 
with him that failure to make any substantial 
statement of grievances was proof that the 
grievances were not universal. 

At one time they got frequent relays from 
Daventry, but these relays cost something 
like £15 an hour, and they wore not a great 
success. Possibly they might again have 
the relays. | 

The department had taken steps to build 
up a Press section in connection with broad- 
casting.

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TAXATION OF FORD CARS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Smr,—It is a matter of surprise that no 
agitation has arisen over the very unfair dis- 
crimination about to be made by the Free 
State Government next year in the case of 
owners of Ford cars. This diserimination 1s 
all the more unjust in view of the fact that 
it hits the poorer members of the motoring 
public. From the Ist of January, it appears, 
owners of Ford cars which have not been 
manufactured or assembled in the Free State 
will have to pay an increased road tax 
amounting to bas, whereas owners of Ford 
cars manufactured or assembled in the Free 
State will be required to pay only a sum of | 
£10. There appears to be no warrant for 
this unjust discrimination against the owners 
of Enghish-built Ford cars. 

The tax of £23 was specially imposed by 
the British Government upon the Ford car 
with the view of aiding the British motor 
manufacturers, who altered the design of their 
engines, so that an English car rated at, say, 
9 h.p. is capable of over 20 h.p. Inasmuch as 
the Ford car is really a ''light ” car (weight 
of tourer, about 16 cwt.), there is no reason 
why it should be taxed at more than £10 in 
the Free State; but this should apply to all 
Ford cars as a matter of justice 4 not of 
concession ; hence, to differentiate is unjust. 

Weight plus speed are the only factors to 
be taken ihto account when estimating the 
damage done by motor cars to the roads. 
Since the motor tax is levied—and rightly 
so—in order to maintain the roads, it is un- 
vs to tax a light car, like the Ford, more 

ighly than other cars of equal op even 
greater weight and speed. The increased tax 
on the old Ford cars hits the poorer memhers 
of the mana public, many of whom are 
unable to purchase a new car. Why should 
they be mulcted in such a prohibitive and 
unjust tax as £25!—Yours, etc.,

Free State Tariffs. 


The Free State Tariff Commission held 
its first public meeting in Dublin yester- 
day, ‘and its chairman, Mr. J. J. 
McElligott, Assistant Secretary to the 
Ministry for Finance, made an admirably 
clear statement concerning its’ aims and- 
scope. He remarked very truly that the 
appointment of this Commission opened a 
new stage in the economic development of 
the Free State. In the past tariffs have 
been chiefly matters of politics. They 
have been granted or refused largely ion 
the~ground of. their effect on revenue, 
amd all inquiries into tariff pro- 
posals have been strictly secret. - The 
advent of the Tariff Commission will 
change, and much improve, the whole 
system. A definite policy of “selective 
protéction” “has been adopted by the 
Government which will leave: all investiga- 
tions into specific cases to Mr. McElligott 
and his two colleagues. All the work of 
the Commission . will be conducted . in 
public, except, oí course, when the dis- 
cussion of a firm’s financial circumstances 
demands confidential treatment. It has 
been given the fullest power by Parlia- 
ment to examine witnesses on oath and to 
cóihPel the production of any documentary 
evidence which it may require. Its report 
on any tariff proposal will-be regarded as 
a public document. Consequently, for the 
first: time since the fiscal problem became 
a vital issue in the Free State, the un- 
initiated ‘will have an opportunity to 
understand what is happening and to weigh 
for themselves the merits of every case. 

The Commission 's terms of reference are 
of the widest kind. It will deal not only 
with proposals for the adoption of new 
tariffs, but with suggestions in regard to 
those which already are in force ; and any- 
body who can prove that he represents a 
récognised interest in the country will be 
entitled: to give evidence. All applications 
for fresh tariffs must be made in the first 
instance to the Minister for Finance, who, 
“at his discretion,’ will pass them on to 
the Commission. -In order that frivolous 
applications may be discouraged, a fee 
ranging from £10 to £100 will be charged 
in every case. Having made the most 
exhaustive inquiries, the Commission will 
present its report to the Minister for 
Finance, who has undertaken to act on 
it immediately, instead of waiting for his 
Budget proposals. Thus tariffs in the Free 
State will be divorced from all considera- 
tions oí political expediency. The Tariff 
Commission cannot be more than an advis- 
ory body, but its semi-judicial character 
will give its recommendations much weight 
with the public, and in practice its word 
is likely to have virtually the force of 
law. If we believed in the economic value 
‘of the Government's. ‘policy of “ selective 
protection,” we should welcome the Tariff 
‘Commission as the best possible instrument 
for its application. Even though we dis- 
vagree. profoundly from that policy, we 
“welcome the appointment of Mr. McElligott 
and his -colleagues ás, at least, a useful

The Farmer’s Outlook. 

Colonel C. M. Gibbon, speaking at yester- 
day's meeting of the National Executive of 
“the Irish Farmers’ Union, warned the 
farmers of Ireland that they need depend 
on no improvement in the severity. of com- 
petition. Agricultural depression has been 
eased in some measure, by two “good 
harvests; but there is no likelihood of 
rising prices and large monetary returns. 
The only farmers who are moderately 
prosperous, as Colonel Gibbon observed, 
are those who use the labour of their own 
families and produce the maximum output 
possible in a system of mixed farming. 
Humble branches of the farmers’ industry, 
like the production of eggs and the fatten- 
ing of pigs, demanding industry, patience 
and ceaseless personal attention, are the 
most profitable. Specialisation can prosper 
only when Irish agriculture has been 
rendered scientific, not merely in methods 
of production, but in methods of market- 
ing. . The depression that has befallen 
Irish farming is repeated in other lands. 
Denmark has suffered, and reports are re- 
ceived dajly of hardship in the most 
fertile districts of Canada. If depression 
weighs with peculiar heaviness on the 
Irish rural population, it is because of the 
absence of variety in the Irish economy. 
The emigrant ships are full, and employ- 
ment agencies are overwhelmed by offers of 
labour by farmers’ daughters, simply 
because Irish farming remains a low 
organism that eannot adapt itself to the 
times. What rural industries we possessed 
in the last century are flickering. out 
to-day; and uo longer “is the farmer's 
budget lightened. by returns for homespun 
cloth and knitted garments.. The remedy 
lies in education, which, as Mr. Conor 
Hogan said yesterday, ought to correct the 
low esteem in which the farmer s craft is 
held. Rural science as a subject in our 
schools will bear its fruit, not only in 
preparing the farmers’ children to become 
good farmers, but, as Mr. Hanly observed, 
in developing a bond of sympathy between 
all phases of Irish life. There are villages 
of a hundred houses—half of them being 
licensed premises—in which the ~ house- 
holders talk of the neighbouring peasantry 
as “the country people,’ implying that 
they regard themselyes as a class apart. 
This absurd habit of mind forbids agricul- 
tural progress. Our country towns, exist- 
ing as places of exchange for the farmers, 
are organically part’ of the agricultural | | 
economy, and: they will yield good service 
only when their inhabitants work hand in 
hand with the farmers. The new prepara- 
tory colleges for national school teachers 
dre situated in rural districts, and every 
one will derive its own milk, butter, eggs 
and, perhaps, bread, from the farm to 
which it is attached... Here the Free State 
Department of Education has a fine oppor- 
tunity. to steep the young minds of 'the 
teachers-to-be in rural knowledge and agri- 
cultutal ideals. Every farm ought to be 
managed on the best scientific lines, and 
the students should be induced.to combine 
their book work with practical observation. 
In this way they may become apostles 
of scientific methods of the soil’s use, and 
of the beauty and. happiness of the rural 
life.

University Libraries. 


Under British law the Library of Trinity 
College, Dublin, is entitled to receive a 
free copy of every book which is published 
in Great Britain. That right is not 
affected by the bill now before Dail Kireann 
which, in its final form, will regulate the 
title of certain libraries to receive, on de- 
mand, copies of all books printed in the 
Free State. It is manifest that, in justice 
to authors and publishers; the privilege 
must be limited very strictly. The present 
bill confines it to Trinity College Library 
and the National Library in the Free 
State, and extends it to four university 
libraries in Great Britain. Last week the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce ex- 
plained that Trinity College had been 
‘chosen because the completeness of its 
collection ought to be maintained; and 
Mr. W. E. Thrift, F.,T.C.D.,. promised 
that the Library would be freely at the 
service of all accredited readers. At that 
time, and again yesterday, some deputies 
deplored. the exclusion of the University 
Colleges of Dublin, Cork and Galway from 
the benefits ‘of the bill, drew. imvidious 
comparisons with Trinity College, and sug- 
gested that the proposed concessions 
should be cancelled in the cases of the four 
British universities. The whole: matter 
was put in its proper perspective yesterday 
by the speech in which Mr. E.:H. Alton, 
.F.,T.C.D., one of the most brilliant and 
most humane figures in European scholar- 
ship, appealed for a generous co-operation 
throughout the field of British and Irish 
letters. As he ‘said, no rivalry, save of 
good _ works, ought to exist amos 
enthusiasts in a common cause... We 
endorse heartily Mr. Alton’s eeebestion 
‘that, if the three Colleges of the National 
‘University cannot be included in the bill, 
their need of books bhall be satisfied by a 
eu from the State. We endorse not lesa’ 

rtily his plea that thé. proposed title to 
receive Irish books shall not be withdrawn

The ill-wind ‘that blew over England 
‘during the six months of: the coal strike 
brotiglit much ‘gain to foreign coalfields, 
‘and none benefited more substantially than 
the Pdlish mines in Upper Silesia. These 
mines, which depend entirely on railway 
| transport, were hit heavily by the Great 
War. Their prosperity revived when the 
French occupation of the Ruhr increased 
Germany's demand for their coal, but a 
new crisis was approaching at the time 
when the British coal dispute began. In 
1925 the monthly output from the Silesian 
coal-fields was less than 1,800,000 tons, 
and it was declining steadily in the first 
months of the present year. In September, 
however, as a result of the British strike, 
the monthly output had reached nearly 
2,700,000 tons, or more than the output 
before August, 1914. . During the period of 
the British dispute the Silesian. coal+ 


workers by twenty thousand. The average 
wage rose from 3s. 2d. to 4s. per man: per 
shift, and the hours, which had been 
raised to ten after a general strike in 1924, 
were reduced to eight. In August. Great 
Britain ‘alone took 700,000 tons; and the 
Polish industry established a firm footing 
in the Baltic States. Its prosperity has 


and textile trades, but now the Polish 
mines have reached the most critical stage of 
their career ; for the test of their economic 
soundness under normal conditions has yet 
to come. The Special Correspondent of 
The Times, writing from Kattowitz, says 
that the owners, anticipating a British 
effort to recapture the lost markets of the 
Baltic, are most anxious to avoid a cut- 
throat war of prices and to come to terms 
with the British industry on a basis of 
co-operation. Their difficulty—Mr. Baldwin 
has been painfully. familiar with it—is 
the amorphous character of that industry. 
All the Silesian owners are members of 
one central association, In Great Britain 
some 1,500 owners control 2,800 mines, and 
there is no central body through which 
they "can ut with a united voice.

The sale at Sotheby’s last Monday of Sir 
Edward Sullivan’s great collection of book 
bindings brings to mind a little romance of 
Irish binding of which Sir Edward was the 
hero. As readers of this paper are aware, 
the collection just disposed of included the 
original copy of Buck Whaley’s account of 
his ha; journey to Jerusalem in 1788. 
sb manuscript has had a curious history. . 

iled by Whaley during his sojourn in 
the ts of Man—whence he fled from the 
Dublin bailifis towards the close of the 
eighteenth century—the memoirs remained 
unpublished in the possession of his family for 
a number of years after his death. in 1800. 
Then the manuscript disappeared, and for a 
full half-century no trace or tidings of it 
could be found, Its very existence became a 
matter of doubt. Again and again one 
eaten in the social history of Ire 

ious days of the Bucks and Beaux 
sublidbed a ; for information of its 
whereabouts, but to no purpose. 

In a London auction room, some. twenty years 
ago, the keen eye of Sir Edward Sullivan feli 
upon what he recognised to be an interesting 
example of Irish h binding, in the characteristic 
style of decoration common in Dublin before 
the Union. He purchased the prize—two 

handsome <a volumes of manuscript 
bound in thorocco, with white inlay, and 
elaborately tooled in gold and lettered on the 
back, ‘Travels by T. W."’ The purchaser 
was more concerned just then with the bind- 
ing than the contents

That Buck Whaley prepared this account 
of his adventures with a view to publication 
during his lifetime there is no reason to 
doubt. At any rate, Sir Edward Sullivan, 
being satisfied on this point, lost little time 
in giving the strange story to the reading 
public. Carefully edited. by him, and en- 
riched with a-fine preface on the social life of 
Dublin in the latter part of the ei ghteenth 
century and valuable historical tar EC 
the work was published in 1906.

CREDITORS’ PETITIONS.

The oa cr was 
made on a petition by Messrs. M. Dunn, 
Limited, financiers,. of Prince’s street, Han- 
over. square, London, who alleged. non-com- 
pliance with a bankruptcy notice. Four 
other West End firms had also entered peti- 
tions on similar grounds. The Earl’s ad. 
dress was given as 33 Grosvenor street. The 
first meeting of creditors has been fixed for 
December 29. 

The Earl, who is now 57, is well known 
in athletic circles as Chairman of the British 
Olympic Council and as President of the 
Chelsea Football Club: An old Etonian. he 
was formerly in the Ist Life Guards, and 
served ‘in. the Sonth African War. He was 
A.D.C. to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 'at 
the time that his father held the. office.

ASHDOWN CUP COMES TO 
IRELAND. | 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

It has been decided at a meeting of the 
Council of the British Kerry Cattle Society 
that any animal accepted for entr in 
Appendix. A, B, or C of the Royal Dublin 
Society Herd Book should automatically 
become eligible for entrp in “the correspond. 
ing appendix of the British Herd Book. It 
was stated that this would be a conveni- 
ence to Kerry breeders in Ireland, now that 
so. many register their cattle in the British 
lierd Book. 

Phe meeting, which was presided over by 
Sir John Fitegerald, elected five new mem- 
bers, aud dealt with several other matters. 

The British Dairy Farmers’ Association, 
having sought this Society's opinion as to 
the advisability of confining the Dairy Show 
to tuberculin-tested cows, the Council de- 
cided to inform the Association that, in their 
opinion, it would be a step in the right 
direction if future dairy shows were confined 
to cattle which had passed the tuberculin 
test; as, however, this would involve an ad. 
ditional expense in exhibiting, the Council 
would urge that milk produced at the 
Dairy Show should be paid for, as is done 
at other shows. 

THE ASHDOWN CUP. 

The Council considered various returns re- 
ceived in connection with the competition 
for the Ashdown Challenge Cup, awarded 
annually to the Kerry herd attaining the 
highest average milk yield during the milk- 
recording .yéar. 

The Chairman remarked that it was very 
gratifying to see so many herds officially 
certified as yielding an average of over 
6,000Ibs., especially as, for the purposes of 
this competition, every cow in the herd had 
to be included in such average. The winner 
for the 1925-26 milk-recording year was de- 
clared to be  Lieutenant-Colonel. The 
MacGillyeuddy of the Reeks, D.8.0., whose 
herd averaged 6,754.7ibs. per cow; while the 
donor of the Cup, the Earl of Castlestewart, 
Was reserve, with an average yield oí 
6.622.1ibs. This is the first occasion on 
which the Cup had been won by a member 
resident in Ireland. 

The question. of adopting a system of 
marking calves was considered, and, while it 
was agreed that such a course was very de- 
sirable, there seemed to be objections to 
each of the schemes which had been sug- 
wested. 

After considerable discussion, it was re 
solved to defer this question until a future 
meeting, and in the meantime to thoroughly 
investigate the merits of the various systems 
submitted. 

Meetings were fixed to take place 
1927 on the following dates:—March 9, 
September 26, October 18 and December 5. The 
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which Irish has been introduced will agree aan 
with me in that statement. Another ob- 
jection brought against it is that parents 
are against it. I am brought a deal 
into touch with the parents of Belvedere 
boys, and I must say that, though a few 
were against it, the majority—the very 
great majority—not only want their boys to 
learn Irish, but they want them to be as 
‘efficient as possible. 

Again—an important point—it is said that 
Irish will ruin the foreign languages and 
Latin. At present, under the existin 
system, it is possible to have Latin an 
French and, Irish efficiently taught in the 
schools. Ig Belvedere we have Latin and 
French, and even German, taught—and that 
with compulsdéry Irish—and I can safely say 
that they are efficiently taught. As I have 
already said. two of our boys got first and 
second place in the leaving certificate in 
French, and these are boys on whom com- 
pulsory Irish is forced. 

However, even though I do acknowledge 
that the languages can be @tudied at present, 
I also acknowledge that they are not 
very favourably treated under the exist- 
ing system, and | think the reason 
for that is that the mathematical 
programme is far too difficult .and far too 
much time has to be given to its study. 
Every school in the country has been 
grumbling about the difficulty of the mathe- 
matical programme. 

A few months ago I went with a deputa- 
| tion to the Minister for Education, and we 
tried to point out to him that the foreign 
languages were not being favourably treated 
under the present system. He acknowledged 
the justice of our claim, and he promised 
that in the near future he would devise a 
scheme in which foreign ‘languages, including 
Latin and Greek, would be favourably 
treated. . I am sure that the Minister for 
Education will keep his word.

WIDE POWERS. 


To enable the Commission to discharge 
their functions adequately, the Act has 
invested them with ample powers both for 
enforcing the attendance of witnesses and 
compelling the production of documents. 
In these matters they have precisely the 
same powers, rights and privileges as those 
enjoyed by a Judge of the High Court, 
including the right to examine witnesses 
on oath. 

If a witness refuses to attend, or be 
sworn, or produce documents, or answer 
questions, or does anything which would 
be a contempt of court in a court of 
justice, the’ Commission are entitled to 
certify his offence to the High Court, which 
may, after due inquiry, punish him as if 
he had been guilty of contempt of the High : 
Court. On the other hand, witnesses before 
the Commission are safeguarded in the 
giving of their evidence by the immunities 
and privileges enjoyed by witnesses in the 
High Court. 


OPEN TO THE PRESS. 

It is 'intended that our sittings shall in 
general: be open to the public and the 
Press. We feel that the fact that, an 
application for a tariff-on any particular 
commodity is under consideration should 
be known to the public, and that the nature 
of the evidence being tendered in support 
of it should be equally widely known. }t 
is but natural to suppose that applicants, 
in submitting their case, will be chiefly 
alive to their own interests, and that, in
